Many members, openly hostile to the 
Governor’s tax program, decline to 
divulge their position on the “or­ 
ganization’s” tax-less relief plan, 
leaving 
the

■Musures as far from accomplisli- 
HMlt as when the Assembly was 
called to order three weeks agb. 
Monday night’s session is expected 
to bring further action on the $27,- 
500,000 relief plan suggested by 
a 
group of House leaders in opposition 
to Governor Pinchot’s $129,000,000 
proposal. 
Several 
administration 
bills are included in the foundations 
for the new- relief structure. These 
are minor measures, however, in­ 
volving only voluntary relief con­ 
tributions and the issuance of pros­ 
perity bonds. 
The alternate House proposals call 
for the imposition of no new tax­ 
ation. the funds contemplated to be 
raised primarily by appropriation, 
utilization of the unexpended bal­ 
ance of the Pymatuning Dam appro­ 
priation and the use of the $10,000,- 
000 due the State from the Delaware 
bridge project. 
May Compromise

about $11,000. 
From the tax levy 
of 16 mills it is estimated that $873,- 
611 will be derived this year, and 
from the special five-dollar per 
capita tax, about $119,635. 
For the budget for the coming 
year the directors seem to be on 
the horns of a dilemna. Two vital 
factors must be considered. 
First, 
the automatic increase in operat­ 
ing expenses, and second, the pos­ 
sibility that there will be a reduc­ 
tion in the amount of taxes paid in. 
Both bear vitally upon the budget 
problem. 
Due to the provisions of the Ed­ 
monds act, passed in 1919, each 
teacher receives an increase of $100 
per year for eight years after she 
begins her teaching. This amounted 
to $14.000 last year. The Lawrence 
school was ordered closed and this 
wrould have reduced the increase 
to about $9.500. 
Later the school 
was put back into service. The au­ 
tomatic 
increase 
next year 
will 
probably be no less than it was this 
year and this will mean $14,000 over 
and above the total for salaries, 
which for the year 1931-32 is $677,- 
143. 
Cuts Made Before 
In arriving at the budget for the 
present year the board made some 
drastic cuts. It had already elimi­ 
nated the kindergarten schools and 
the summer schools, cutting off 
quite a large sum. 
Nothing else 
can be cut from these sources fcr 
they were eliminated entirely. 
Janitors’ salaries for the current 
year total $61,730, and general sal­ 
aries, which include administration 
costs, $30,245. The total salary list 
for 1931-32 is $769.119, which ac­ 
counts for approximately 75 per 
cent of the budget. 
Of the other 25 per cent. $20.500 
went to the state retirement fund, 
a compulsory expense; $189.700 went 
to the sinking funds, another thing 
that cannot be cut, for it provides 
for the redemption of bonds due 
and the payment of interest on 
bonds in existence; $30,000 was al­ 
lowed for exonerations and this will 
probably run higher. 
This left a comparatively small 
amount for running expenses. Text 
books must 
be bought and this 
amount was placed at $18,348. There 
must be supplies such as pencils, 
ink. paper, tablets and the other 
sundries. 
This account took $28,- 
973. There will always be repairs to 
plant and this account took $34,- 
432. 
Coal must be purchased for 
the furnaces and the New Castle 
schools use about 5,000 tons. 
For 
this account $21,350 was allocated, 
but may not all be used, due to an 
unusual price gotten on coal this 
year. 
Other items of expense are: $5 045 
for water, $15,075 for light and 
power, $1,678 for telephones, $5.380 
for insurance, $12.000 for collectors’ 
commissions, $3.680 for 
miscella­ 
neous items, $1.467 for new equip­ 
ment and $500 for workmen’s com­ 
pensation. 
Difficult to Reduce 
Thus the school board is faced 
with the necessity of reducing an 
almost irreducible minimum. They 
have chiseled away at various ac­ 
counts until some of them are on 
the danger line already. 
They are determined to keep the 
tax levy within the 16 mills already 
assessed. It is a job well calculated 
to grow new wrinkles in human 
brows, but the board members are 
facing the task with courage and 
determination. 
The budget will not be adopted 
until early in the spring, but it 
takes several months of prelimi­ 
nary 
work 
and this preliminary 
work is now under way.

In spite of the fact th at it has 
been m any years since the borough 
of 
M ahoningtown 
became 
the 
seventh ward of the city, the name 
of M ahoningtown still clings to th at 
section of the city. Something of the 
early history of the district will no 
doubt interest m any people. Wil­ 
liam Simpson Is said to have come 
from Butler county in the spring of 
1836 and became the first settler, as 
well as the first storekeeper in M ah­ 
oningtown. The town was laid out in 
the spring of 1836 by William Hayes 
and Benjam in Darlington of P itts­ 
burgh. These parties owned the five i 
hundred acre tract 
of 
Donation j 
Lands patented to the heirs of Col­ 
onel William Crawford for his m il- I 
itary service. It included the site of i 
Mahoningtown. Mr. Simpson lived) 
west of M ahoningtown proper on the j 
Mt. Jackson road. Samuel Vandi- 
vort also from Butler county, settled j 
in the place in September* 1837. He : 
was a h atter by trade and followed 
the business for some ten or twelve 
years after his

“ I think this map is one of the 
most telling arguments against an 
increase of the state’s gasoline tax 
from 3 to 5 cents per gallon,” said 
Mr. Gable. 
“ Everybody knows that 
with a 5 cent tax a very large share 
of gasoline used within such a zone 
would be bought outside the state, 
where, being for export, it would pay 
no tax. 
A tank truck bringing gaso­ 
line in by night could dump it into a 
filling station, whence it would be 
sold, and the motorist would pay the 
tax; but the money would never get 
to the state treasury. 
That was 
done on a big scale under the old 4 
cent law; vastly more would be done 
under a 5 rent tax. 
The regular 
charge for trucking gasoline is only 
1 cent per gallon up to fifty miles. 
A truck load of 1500 gallons would, 
make $75 on a trip. 
It is too tempt­ 
ing a prize to be overlooked. 
“ Ihstribnting plants just outside 
the slate would provide the gasoline; 
tax-evading retailers would have it 
trucked in; everybody would make a 
good thing out of it errcept the Penn- 


and even then, as experience has

In the end the grafters 
would get millions on millions of 
money that ought to go to the state, 
and use it to corrupt

“ All experience has shown that 
above 3 cents this tax offers so much 
temptation that fraud aud evasion are 
inevitable.
